“While our penal system has be- 
come striking y more humane 
‘than was that of the English law |

| this country arrest as the only 
means of bringing the accused un- 
der the jurisdiction of the court. 

“In England the sammons has 
been in use for lesser criminal of- 
fenses for many years, and it le 
in cities in 
this country in cases of violation of 
police ordinances, Its use should 
be very much exfended. The pro- 
cess of arrest is justified to prevent 
the escape of the accused. Its use 
is not necessary for this purpose 
when the accused has an establish- 
ed place in the community, except 
in cases of the more serious fel- 
onies. For other crimes, unless 
process is directed against those of 
bad or questionable social status, 
summons should be substituted for 
arrest, and this should be especial- 
ly true with regard to our multi- 
tudinous police regulations.
